The 48 Washington artists whose work will be 
seen in this Southeastern Museums Tour have two 
things in common, locality and membership in 
Artists Equity. 

Styles and media differ as much as the artists 
themselves differ from each other. The only col¬ 
lective identity is their mutual desire to further 
their profession. In this desire they are aided by 
their national organization which speaks for the 
needs of professional artists with an impact that 
no single artist could equal — to legislators, to 
museums, to the art community, and to the public 
— on matters which affect their ability to make a 
decent living, to earn respect for their professional 
achievements, and to contribute to the society in 
which they live. 

In accepting the invitation of Dr. John Richard 
Craft, Director of the Columbia Museum of Art in 
Columbia, South Carolina, to organize this ex¬ 
hibition, the Washington, D. C. Chapter of Artists 
Equity feels that it can further these aims and, at 
the same time, emphasize the new role of the 
national office which established its headquarters 
in Washington during the past year.
